


To the Hons He As Ws Skeen, Judge of the circuit court for 
ee county, Virginia. 

Humbly complaining, your oratrix, Serah Js Quillin, a 
citizen of Tee county, Virginia, respectfully represents, that 
on the IIth day of December, 1903, she entered into a written 
contract with W. A» Owens and Mahala Owens, his wife, whereby 
the said Qwens sold to your oratrix a certain boundary or lot 
of land, lying in the county of Lee, and State of Virginia, on 
the waters of Blackwater creek, which 's peunded as follos to-wit: 
Beginning on a small plack oak on the north bank eof the Sneedville 
read, corner to the said Owens and Munsey's, running northward 
to Reid Evans' line on a horn beam; thence Ne We far enough so 
as to make twenty eight (28) acres by running @ straight line 
back to the Sneedville road; thence pack with said read to the 
Beginning. The said Owens acknowledged full pavment of the 
purchase price of said land in the said contract and agreed to 
make 2 deed to the same as soon as conveniente Your oratrix 
files said original agreement herewith and asks that the same 
be treated as a part of this bill. 

Sometime after the execution of the said contract, said 
Owens, who wrre then living in Wise county, Virginia, executed, 
and sent to James Quillin, the husband of your oratrix, @ Seed 
whereby they conveyed to the said James @ tract ef land, which 
they claimed to be a conveyance pursuant to the said agreement; 
but in describing the boundery of land conveyed in said deed, 


said Owens began at the black oak on the penk of the road as 


per said contract and ran with the Munsey line to the Evans line 


end with the Evans line northwestward to a stake end thence 2. 
strebent line to the béginntng so as tO make a tract of twenty 
eight (28) acres. 

Your oratrix supposes thet the said Owens construe the 
said contract with your oratrix to mean that thev thereby sold 


and agreed to convey a.triangular parcel of land containing

twenty eight (28) acres; but your oratrix alleges, that such 
is not the true intent and meaning of th- said centract, which 
is that the said Owens thereby sold and agreed to convey 2 rec- 
tangular parcel of land containing twenty eight (28) acres. 

Your oratrix alleges that the preper construction te be 
put upon said written contract requires a conveyance of = rece 
tangular piece of land containing twenty eight (28) acres, but 
if mistaken in her construction og the said contract, then she 
alleges that such was the true meaning and intention of the parties 
at the time said contract was made. 

Your oratrix, through her agent end threugh the mails, has 
Adare is ccateten upon the said Owens te make her a conveyance 
of the said land, but the said Owens hat often refused to make 
such conveyance, always offering some excuse for delays 

Your oratrix further says, that she is informed that the 
decd which the said Owens made to her husband James Quillin, 
was returned to the said Owens by the said James; that this deed 
did not comply with the said contract for two reasons. 

FIRST. -Because it was made te the husband of your oratrix 
instead of to your oratrix herself; and 

SECOND. -Recause @t did net give the beundaries provided 
for in the said contract, as above stated. 

AS abeve stated, the said Owens, at the time said centract 
was made, were living in Wise county, Virginia, but about the 
TOth we to the I5th of March, 1904, they returned te their farm 
in Lee ceunty, Virginia, which adjoins the twenty eight (28) 
acres in controversy; and that they have, therefore, had ample 
time and every convenience for making and executing to her a deed 
in accord@nce with the said centract. 

Your oratrix further alleges, that no survey has been made 


by the said Owens, ef the land mentioned in said centract, where- 


by the line bounding the same en the west nave definitely known.

Now, the object of this bill is,(I) to heve the court x 
construe the contract, and say whether or not she is thereby 
entitled to a rectangular piece, or only to a triangular parcel; 
(2) to require the said Owens to have survey made of the said 
parcel of land, in accerdénce with the opinion of the court; 
and (3) to compel the saé@d Owens to convey to your oratrix the 
eaid twenty eight (28) acres of land, in accordénce with the 
true intent of the said contract. 

fhe prayer, therefore, of your oratrix is, that the said 
We Ae Owens and Mahala Owens be made parties defendant to this 
bill; that they each be required to onswer 4 its several alle- 
gations fully, but they need not do se under oath, that being 
waived; and the said Owens be compeled to convey to your oratrix 


said twenty eight (28) acres of land in a rectangular boundary
